2. The application has been amended as follows:

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest 
the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 
103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 

presented in independent claims 1, 7, 9, 23 and 28, which in part recites: " one spacer, at least, 

that is mounted as an atmospheric-pressure resistant structure on one of said first and second 
substrates, that is sandwiched directly between said first and said second substrates, or indirectly 
via an intermediate member between said first and second substrates, and that is extended 
longitudinally in a direction perpendicular to the direction in which said first and second 
substrates are positioned opposite each other; and a support member, for supporting said spacer 
outside an electron-emitting region that is defined between a region of a first substrate wherein 
said electron-emitting devices are located, and a region of said second substrate that is irradiated 

by said electron " These limitations as specifically recited in the independent claims were not 

found in the prior art. Therefore, claims 1-50 are allowed.
